The Kansas- Famine. 


We observe that certain citizens of Leav- 


en worth, Kansas, have made public a caution 
against the statements ot' Thaddeus Hyatt, 
in regard to the sufferings of that state.-^ 
They deny that Kansas is a charnel house 
and that all classes arc approaching starva- 
tion. 
This statement admits, however, that 


" abont one-fifth of the people need aid from 
abroad.1' 
One-fifth of the population of 


Kansas is 28,729. This number of people 
cannot be supplied with food four months 
for less thau$100,000, if it is transported 
to their doors, as it must be if they are to 
get it. Their teams are giving out from 
want of food; besides they will be needed 
in twenty days, to commence putting in 
spring grain. 


To prevent the famine from extending 


through the summer, these people will need 
donations of seed whe;il, and in fact seeds 
of all kinds, and if they do not receive 
them, they will suffer and perhaps die, after 
they have been fed through the winter. ,' 


It is possible that Mr. Hyatt may have 


made h:.s statements pretty strong. He 
snys that 50.000 people need aid—the Leav- 
enwortli citizens say nearly 30,000. AVlien 
it is known that both are estimates some 
latitude may be fairly attributed to both.— 
The Leavenworth caution says there have 
been'io authenticated cases of starvation; 
we think Mr. Hyatt has never said that any 
one has, as yet, actually died .from-:tbis 
cause, bnt that there is reason to apprehend 
it. 
We think, if.30,000. people .are obliged 


to depend upon charity for the next four 
months, afew more such-cautions asthis:one 
from Leavenworth,. will make . Mr."Hyatt's: 
apprehensions true.

We are wettsatisfied that our people have^ 


made donations to a good'ancTworthy cause, 
in giving to the suffering people of Kansas, 
and they should not relax their efforts in 
that behalf, by such statements as this one 
from Leavenwbrth, which while admitting 
the extent of the calamity, attempts to pre- 
judice those who are active in averting it. 
If Leavenworth had been made the dislri-. 
butinc/point of thi-j charity we should have 
had no warning from its citizens, calculated 
to diminishtheamonntof the donations from 
broad.

Vlalt from trie German WorUlngmeii. 


Near two thousand of the German free 


workingmen of the city marched in proces- 
sion to the Burnett House, Cincinnati, 
many of them bearing torches, and called 
upon the president elect. .Mr. Lincoln was 
escorted to the balcony, and was greeted on 
behalf of the workingmen by Mr. Fred. 
Obsrkleine, who formally presented the fol- 
lowing brief-address : 
To Abraham Lincoln. President elect of tho United 


States: 
SIR :—We, the German Workingmen of 


Cincinnati, avail ourselves of this opportu- 
nity to assure you, onr chosen Chief Magis- 
trate, of onr sincere and heartfelt regard. 
You earned our votes as the champion of 
free labor and free homesteads. 
Onr van- 


quished opponents have, in recent times, 
made frequent use of the terms " working- 
men " and.|" workingmen:s meetings," in 
order to create an impression, as if the ma'ss 
of workingmen were in favor of compro- 
mises between; the interests of-free labor, 
and slave labor, by which the victory just 
" won would be turned into a defeat. 
This 


is a despicable device of dishonest men.— 
We spurn such compromises. We firmly 
adhere to the principles which directed our 
votes in your favor. 
We trust, that you, 


the self reliant because self made man, will 
uphold the constitution and the laws against 
secret treachery and avowed treason. If to 
this end you should be iu need of men, the 
German free workingmen, with others, will 
rise as one man at your call, ready to risk 
their lives in the effort to maintain the vic- 
tory already won by freedom over slavery. 


MR. I-INCOLN'S BESPOKSE. 


MJ Chairman : I thank you and those you 


represent, for the compliment paid me by 
the tender of this adrress. 
In so far as 


there is an allusion to our present national 
difficulties, and the suggestion of the views 
of the gentlemen who present this address, 
I beg you will excuse me from entering parr 
ticularly upon it. I deem it due to myself 
and the whole country, in the present ex- 
traordinary condition of the country and of 
public opinion, that I should wait and see 
the last develoment of public opinion before 
I give my views or express myself at the 
time or the inauguration.

And as your address is 


presented to tie not only on behalf of work- 
ing men, but especially of Germans, I may 
say a word as to classes. I hold the value 
of life is to improve one's condition. What- 
ever is calculated to advance the condition 
of the honest, struggling laboring man, so 
far as my judgment will enable me to judge 
of a correct thing, I am for that thing. 


An allusion has been made to the home- 


ste»d law. I think it worthy of considera^ 
lion, and that the wild lands of the country 
should be distributed so that every man' 
should have the means and opportunity of 
benefitting his condition. [Cheers.] I have 
said I do not desire to enter into details,_ 
nor will I. -

In regard to Germans and foreigners,' I 


esteem foreigners no better than other-peo- 
ple, nor any worse. [Laughter and'cheers.] 
They are all of the family of ;man, and if 
there is one shackle upon any of them, it 
would be far better to lift the load .from 
them than to pile additional loads upon: 
them* [Cheers.] And inasmuch as the 
continent of America is comparatively a 
new country, and the other countries olthe 
world are old countries, there is more room 
here comparatively speaking, than there is 
there; and if they can better their condi- 
tion by leaving their old homes, there is 
nothing in my heart to forbid them coming; 
and I bid them all God speed. [Cheers.]

The Farm Mortgage Relief Bill. 


The following is a synopsis of the bill t 


relieve the farm mortgagors of this state 
which has just passed the senate. W 
copy it from the Madison Argus : 


1. It is made the duty of the court, in all 


actions for the collection of uotes and tbre- 
closnre of mortgages given to corporations 
for stock, to appoint a referee to take .all the 
testimony that either party may desire to pro- 
duce. After it is all taken 30 days are given 
for the court on motion to strike out or; sup- 
press auch portion of the testimony as may 
be proper—but the whole shall form part of 
the record in the case. Appeals may be 
taken from this order to the supreme court. 


2. Jury trials shall be had on the issues 


of fact., If fraud is set up in the pleadings 
the plaintiff shall be deemed the owner of 
the instrument with full notice of allthe 
equities between the original parties, and 
the burden of proof shall be upon the plain- 
tiff, to establish that he is the bonajide hold 
e'r without notice of the equities of the case, 
but the instrument itself, for the oath of the 
plaintiff shall not be sufficient proof. 


3. Provisions as to place ot trial; em- 


powering the referee to issue process ; ma- 
king all corporation records with all memo- 
randums and statements in writing of offi-. 
cers, agents and stockholders evidence in 
actions ; all proceeding shall be stayed pend- 
ing delay in the production (of such evi- 
dence : if the plaintiff appeals he shall first 
pay all costs, but if the defendant appeals 
the cost need not be paid till the final judg- 
ment; no judgment shall be alien upon 
any other property than that mortgaged ; 
if judgment ia for the defendant the instru- 
ment shall be cancelled ; if in the action 
the party plaintiff shall not pray judgment 
or relief as to the mortgaged property he 
shall be deemed to have waived hia security 
and the mortgage shall.be forever void
